A portion of the appro- 
priation for the forestry work 
will be expended in Bear Val- 
ley.

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What is the Real Trend of Sports- 


wear? — Toward Smatness, 
That is the Answer. 


HE late vacationist, and her 

type is constantly increasing 

in numbers, places her de- 

pendence in the variety of 
sports clothes that she will find 
sufficient for her purpose, with few 
exceptions. She may go week-end- 
ing, all through the fine fall weath- 
er, varying her somewhat limited 
wardrobe to meet the needs of her 
destination. Or she may stay 
away until the first snow flurry, 
for a real holiday. 

A very new, very special week- 
end case is worthy of attention, for 
it solves the luggage problem most 
satisfactorily. It ig arranged to 
accommodate three frocks—one 
may decide for herself their type; 
two hats and two pairs of shoes; 
and its pockets make possible the 
necessary accessories and lingerie 
for the trip. Space is also pro- 
vided for a raincoat, if one needs 
such a garment, or a sweater or 
two. 

Ada this array of attire to the 
traveling costume, complete in It- 





self, and the result is most satis- 
factory—what week-end hostess 
could ask more of her guest, and 
how better could the needs of such 
a holiday be met? It will be proven 
that one’s choice of garments will 
lead her, first of all, to the sports- 
wear group—she may have no need 
of anything not included in it, if 
one makes the usual exception of 
an evening frock. 


Suitability Allied With Beauty 


Traveling clothes used to be on a 
par with rainy day clothes—merely 
@ means to an end. Something 
ultra practical was the choice for 
both types and in the case of the 
latter, worn-out garments were the 
logical choice. But “Times have, 
indeed, changed.” Both occasions 
—the journey and the rainy day-— 
are made an excuse for the smart- 
est sort of costumes, comfortable 
for the wearer; smart to the eye. 

While there are holidays that 
call for an afternoon, as well as an 
evening frock, the major portion of 








LINE 


HENEVER there is talk of 

fashion, there is talk of 

lines, it has ever been 80. 

But in the past this talk 
has had to do, principally, with the 
silhouette, with its flares, or lack of 
them. But nowadays there is more 
to the science of lines than one 
would imagine, and it is this very 
science that is responsible for the 
individuality and smartness of our 
mode. 

True, the basis of all the possibbe 
lines is the silhouette. It is our 
first consideration when we view a 
mode in prospect, as we are doing 
right now. It seems to many that 
it will be difficult to improve upon 
the silhouette that we have at 
present—it is graceful, smart and 
comfortable, three very necessary 
things. But there will be attempts 
at change, just the same. 

The prevailing lines, as applted 
to frocks and coats, are straightly 
simple, although both straightness 
and simplicity are deceptive. But 
the appearance assures us of the 
beauty that results from these two 
characteristics. The old time tube 
er pencil silhouette was not gen- 
erally becoming, nor was it always 
a thing of comfort. Variety was 
sadly lacking. 

There is gyace in the flare, if the 
latter is correctly achieved. Before 
its real loveliness could be discov- 
ered, it was necessary for us to 
pass through a time of experi- 
mentation, That time has passed, 
and we are profiting by its rather 
hectic phases. The flare plays an 
important part in final effects, al- 
though it does not always announce 
its presence. 

For designers have found that 
there is real beauty in movement, 
even when lines are deceptive in its 
achievement. Many models are a 
real study in concealing and reveal- 
ing—what impresses as a truly 
straight line frock may ripple at 
the hem and display, on closer ob- 
servation, many tendencies to 
blouse, bolero, ripple and flare. 
This is a hopeful sign. 


Width at the hemline has been 
mentioned. The influence of the 
sports dreas on daytime fashions 
has been apparent for some time, 
and qne of its most important con- 
tributions to the general mode ia 
the fashion of pleata. They are, 
many times, inverted, but whether 
concealed or visible, they result in 
vertical lines. Of this trend, more 
later. 

The hemline, apart from its 
width, is irregular in many of the 
smartest frocks. Sports and tai- 
lored things keep the regular line, 
but afternoon and evening dresses 
may be as whimsical as they like; 
this gives variety in length, a very 
necessary thing when the general 
rule for length is—as short as pos- 
sible. Bougant frocks are very 
long—with transparent hems. 

It is a bit pussling, if one Is to be 
really brief, how best to approach 
the lines that take varied and in- 
teresting directions. Fabric manip- 
ulation, or the patterns of fabrics, 
has more to do with achieving this 
end than anything else. There are 
stripes, running vertically and hor- 
izontally, even diagonally and in 
sig-zag patterns. There are spirals 
and there are saw-tooth designs. 

Two materials contrasting in 
color or in texture—or both—ef- 
fectively write lines. It really does 
not matter the language or the me- 
dium, so they are written. Often- 
times a model of sheer fabric ap- 
pears to be patterned in self or 
slightly contrasting color, in reality 
the pattern is drawn with pin 
tucks, so laid that they form a 
design, really trimming the dress. 

Elaboration seems imperative, as 
the mode of the hour is displayed. 
Winter will bring many rich fabrics 
that will serve as their own elab- 
oration. When a material is plain, 
manipulation of the textile itself 
will bring the necessary trimming, 
only rarely is some other medium 
brought into play, except in the 
really formal things. It ia an inter- 
esting situation. 
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the garments will belong to the 
sportswear group. Some ride, others 
hike, a third group golf or play 
tennis, and, of course, many just 
look on. For each activity there 
must be appropriate attire, and 
one’s luggage must include it. 
Smartness is no longer a draw- 
back, it is an aid to its appro- 
priateness. 

Smartness has come to be the 
first requisite. There will be noth- 
ing that detracts from the comfort 
of the wearer, or the real useful- 
ness of the garment; one is some- 
times amazed by the clever com- 
bining of the necessary with the 
smart, Some of the models run 
even to the bizarre in their pursuit 
of this quality that has come to 
dominate our fashions; one cannot 
be too smart, though one can, 
easily, miss It. 








~™WHAT THEY 
PROMIVE 


The most usual lines for sporta- 
wear are the vertical and horizontal 
which are frequently combined. We 
have an interesting illustration of 
this in the model which combines 
plain material with striped. If it 
appeals to you as a study in motley, 
you will realize that the very in- 
tricacy of the lines produces a 
alenderizing effect. It is a study in 
compose coloring. 

Draperies serve to achieve the 
diagonal effect, the skirt of one 
color and fabric, the bodice of 
another, There will be applied 
decorative motifs on many of the 
fall modele—diamond shaped, in 
preference to any other, but many 
others, nevertheless. One feels, as 
one hears it, that there is some- 
thing of a patchwork effect in 
prospect, and this is not far from 
correct. 

But the result is not that of a 
crazy quilt, at all; it is, rather, a 
matter of artistic designing and 
careful needlework. BEmbroideries 
will achieve lines, and there will 
be instances where appliques on a 
short coat will repeat the design on 
the blouse, but it will be carried 
out in embroideries. Few costumes 
will fail to impress with some 
clear-cut detail of line, 

It will be readily seen that the 
neckline will assume importance in 
the=business of decoration. There 
is news of the return to the mode 
of the round and bateau lines, but 
the square and the V-line will not 
be eliminated. This is good news, 
for while the rounded line is 
charming on many, it is utterly im- 
possible on many others, which 
makes variation a real necessity. 

It follows, logically, that when 
lines, irregular, broken and in con- 
trast, are used, millinery will feel 
the urge to stress the same idea. 
For there is a definite connection 
between the costume and its acces. 
sories. There are some very clever 
felt hats that show no other trim- 
ming than the felt Itself which is 
parti-colored, writing its lines most 
plainly in the interests of fashion. 
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Fabrics And Colors Significant 


Into sports attire the designers 
have woven their dreams, for they 
have been permitted to use many 
of the materials that have been, 
hitherto, kept for afternoon wear, 
and they play with colors effective. 
ly. One associates this mode with 
simplicity, and rightly, but that 
simplicity is achieved by means 80 
intricate that ore marvels at the 
restraint that ‘s everywhere evi- 
denced. Specially is this apparent 
in the silhouette. 

Almost without exception, we get 
an impression of straightness in 
the silhouette. But that straight- 
ness is deceptive, for there is ful- 
nesj in the skirt, but a carefully 
concealed fulness that is most at- 
tractive. When the wearer swings 
into action, the skirt does the same, 
and one realizes that pleats exist, 
oftentimes inverted, again laid in 
the regular fashion. Pieats are an 


acceped detail of the sports mode. 

Freedom of movement is impera- 
tive to the real sports woman. The 
frock that does not permit it ts 
most impractical and not to be 
considered for her purpose. Snug 
hiplines and belts and a tendency 
on the part of the jumper to blouse 
above the belt are all in the pic- 
ture, lending variety to the models, 
but width at the hem there must 
be, even though it is concealed 
from the first casual glance. 


Hints Of A New Mode Persist 


In the newest models fall speaks 
through fabrics, colors and details, 
and worthy of special mention are 
the wool Georgettes and voiles—a 
logical outgrowth of the flair for 
supple and sheer materials. Ma- 
nipulations of the fabrie of which 
a frock is made has centered at- 
tention on the fabric itself, and 
even the rougher, heavier textiles 
—tweed and homespun—have felt 
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the influence of this newest trim- 
ming idea. 

While there are many one-piece 
sports dresses, there are more that 
prefer the two-piece idea. Some 
of the former pretend to be the 
latter, proving the hold that the 
two-piece idea has on fashion, and 
these facts are true no matter what 
the purpose of the model—active 
or passive sportsmanship. Knitted 
things are important in this cate- 
gory, and few women can resist the 
allure of the sweaters in soft yarns 
and gay colors that are offered. 

They combine excellently with 
the tweed, flannels, jerseys and 
novelty woola of this mode, and, 
making up in clever weaves and 
patterns for their simplicity of 
line, they dare the city as well as 
the country mode, Such a sweater 
{s pictured. combined with a wrap- 
around skirt of plaided wool, It is 
of the type that is sure to find a 
place itn the week-end case, no 
matter how limited the space may 
be. 

Special Togs For Special Sports 

For the woman who rides there 
mrust be riding togs; for the wom- 
an who swims, a swimming suit, 
avd for her who answers the call 
of the out-of-doors and tramps the 
woods and hills—hiking clothes. 
And all these are apecialized, de- 
manding much more than their 
brief life would seem to warrant, 
of individuality and smartness. 
Espectally is thie true of riding 
togs, although there 1s more variety 
than there used to bs. 

Climate has much to do with 
choice of materials, and, of course, 
of accessories, Rules must be 
strictly followed in this apparel and 
there must be the most meticulous 
tailoring. It may be that the 
week-end case will replace the 
raincoat with an all-purpose coat 
of the type that is here pictured 











THAT there are several new and 
clever uses for printed fabrics in 
the accessory field? A clever flower 
ie made of printed lawn; scarfs for 
sports wear, in handkerchief form, 
are printed, and vestees of Jacquard 
design are smart.
